How Modern Artiste Make a New | 
Painting an Antique. 

Europe is full of artists who, as far | 
as line and color go, can-turn ad- 
mirable copies of anything. These 
copies are made on’ old canvases | 
mounted on a framework of old wood, 
and when the paint is dry the picture 
is put through an ingenious aging 
process. A certain kind of varnish 
gives a ripe golden tone, and deepen- | 
ing of shadows, with a suggestion of | 
the soil of centuries, is had by the 
smearing of licorice juice. As for the | 
cracked paint surface—sure sign of | 
age—that is obtained by baking the 
picture carefully in an oven or by 
laying a plaque of metal on the can- 
vas and striking it gently with a ham- 
mer. Worm holes in frame or panels 
are merely a matter of fine shot fired 
in and afterward picked out. And 
fly specks to deceive the flies them- 
selves may be had by the judicious 
spatter of india ink. 

No doubt to the sure connoisseur 
there is something hard and cold about 
the copies, something vaguely unsatis- 
fying, but no one can deny that they 
are enormously like the originals—so 
much like them that the great mu- 
seums of Europe, all unsuspecting, 
have hung their walls with these mel- 
low masterpieces of yesterday. It is 
said, for instance, that Rembrandt’s 
portrait of Sobieski in the Louvre is 
not the original at all, but only a) 
eopy, the original being in Russia.— |

REBELLION IN SPAIN IS OVER 
There is Some Fear That Don Jaime 
== Pay row Raise tne — 
Carlibt Flag 
Madrid.—The government’s report 
from Catalonia indicates that the situ- 
ation continues to improve. Both 
King Alfonso and Premier Maurazan 
are advised that the worst is over. 
The rebellion in Barcelona has been 
quelled, and order will soon be re- 
stored in the remainder of the capital 


city in general, Nevertheless, to be 
on the safe side, large bodies of troons 
of all arms continue to be hurried 
to the scene. No figures, not even 
estimates, of the loss of property 
and life in Catalonia is vouched for 
by the authorities; but several dis- 
patches leaking out through the fron- 
tier indicate that there has been a 
great slaughter at Barcelona. 


Reports continue to filter in of the | 


destruction of property, especially 
churches, monasteries and convents, 
against which the fury of the mob was 
centred, The only regions creating 
particular anxiey are the Biscayan 


| provinces. 


There is some anprehension that the 
followers of Don Jaime, the pretender, 
may attempt to raise the white flag 
of the Carlists. 


Paris.—The news of the terrible de- | 


feat inflicted on the Spanish forces at 
Melilla, and the confirmation of the 
extent of the insurrection in Spain, 
caused apprehension here. The tri- 
umph of the Moors in the Riff country 
perhaps will inflame all Islam, and 
lead to an uprising in Algeria and 
the Soudan. The attack upon French 
troops at Colomb-Bechar the other day 
now is regarded here as a direct con- 
sequence of the events on the Riff 
coast. Some of the Paris newspapers, 
therefore, boldly suggest in the inter- 
est of dutv Eurone should come to the 
rescue. The Eclair says it is impos- 
sible for Europe to bow before the 
triumphant Moors, and Christian na- 
tions cannot afford to allow Spain to 
be beaten. On the‘other hand many 
newspapers declare that the Melilla 
disaster recalls the muddle and in- 
capacity of every department in the 
Spanish government during the Cuban 
war, and also the private intrigues 
which led to the Boer war. These 
newspapers advise the government in 
Madrid to make a virtue of necessity 
by promptly ending the adventure, as 
otherwise it will put an end to the 
Spanish government. The Marquis del 
Muni, the Spanish ambassador — in 
Paris, has transmitted “a note to the 
French government, formally declar- 
ing that the Riff campaign was not 
taken with the object of conquest, but 
solely to punish the Moors for their 
attack on the Spantrds and _ their 
affront to the Melilla garrison, The 
Spanish ambassador in an interview 
attributed the upheaval in. Barcelona 
solely to the anarchists, and he is 
confident that it will be suppressed 
promptly. He explains that the gov- 
ernment intends to satisfy the popular 
demand regarding military service, 
and that it is already introducing a 
hill in the senate for that purpose.

Winnipeg.—From the eastern bound- 
aries of Manitoba clear across the 


three sunset provinces to the foothills | 


of the Rockies, a good 1,000 miles, and 


in a belt approximately 300 miles wide 
on an average for that distance, the 
wheat fields are rapidly turning from 
an olive green to an undulating ocean 
of russet and gold. Preparations have 
started for the garnering of somewhere 
in the neighborhood of one hundred 
million bushels of wheat, not to men- 
tion other grains. 

“The breadbasket of the empire” is 
the term aptly applied to Western 
Canada, and while the reaping of the 
crop is now a momentous proposition 
in the west, the matter of conveying 
the contents of this basket to 
market is of equally great significance. 
All of the railways of the west are con- 
centrating their attention just now to 
the handling of grain shipments 
offered along their lines, and it can be 
safely said that in point of adequate 
facilities the grain this year will be 
handled with greater despatch and in 
a more satisfactory manner than ever 
before. ‘ 

From statements secured from each 
of the three great railroads in the west 
as to the preparations they have made 
in this regard, it is ascertained that 
approximately 35,000 box cars will be 
available for the movement of this 
crop with approximately 750 locomo- 
tives.

Vancouver.—The Canadian Pacific

Mischief Making Paper is Rebuked 

Berlin.—The Deutsche Tages Zei- 
tung is not supported by any of its 
Berlin contempofaries in its efforts to 
induce the German residents of Brit- 
ish colonies to oppose an increase in 
the British fleet. The Tageblatt, a very 
influential journal, is the only news- 
paper which refers to it, and describes 
the language employed by the agrar- 
ian Pan-German organ as a gross im- 
propriety which in the interests ot 
good relations with Britain, and in the 
interests of Germany’s fqreign politics 
as a whole, calls for an immediate 
and unequivocal repudiation. If Eng- 
lishmen living in German colonies or 
Germany should dare to inaugurate a 
campaign against the construction of 
a German fleet, the Deutsche Tages 
Zeitung would, it says, be the first 
to raise an outcry. The Tageblatt 
strongly recommends all Germans in 
British colonies to ignore this ‘‘tact- 
less and unseemly’’ recommendation 
and to abstain utterly from any such 
agitation.

All the overseas states have accepted 
the principle of having a common 
general staff, so that officers every- 
where may be trained on a uniform 
plan. It is proposed to interchange of- 
ficers between the home and Indian

Fol- 
lowing this it is proposed to establish 
staff colleges in Australia, Canada, 
New Zealand and South Africa, so that 
each dominion can train its own gen- 
eral staff officers on the same prin- 
ciple as those in vogue at the Royal 
Staff college, Camberley. In this con- 
nection it may be recalled that India 
has already created a college at Quet- 
ta, which issues a_ staff certificate 
ranking equal with that of Camberley. 
An extension of this principle is con- 
tained in the new proposals. 

The control of a wide scheme of 
common ‘training for war would need 
an officer of exceptional ability, and, 
as Lord Kitchener is to advise the 
Australian government on defence 
matters, he will add to his Egyptian, 
South African and Indian services a 
comprehensive grasp of Australian 
needs, as well as those of New Zea- 
His lordship is to come home| 
via Canada, where he will complete | 
the sum of his knowledge in empire | 
requirements.

Carrying Trade on Lakes is Slow 

Fort William, Ont.—Through grain 
is coming into the terminals of the 
C, P. R. and the C, N. R. every day 
here, and at Port Arthur the grain 
carrying boats are doing little busi- 
ness, and the situation in this par- 
ticular form is quieter on the docks 
this summer than it has been for 
many seasons past. As fast as the 
grain comes in it is shipped out again, 
and since the first rush at the opening 
of navigation the elevators have been 
practically empty and the grain trigp- 
mers are having an easy time as far 
as work goes. The two cities have at 
the present, time an elevator capacity 
of nearly 20,000,000 bushels, and di- 
vided amongst them are about 3.500,- 
000 bushels of grain. It could all be 
put in elevator “D” of the C. P. R. 
leaving all the other grain houses de- 
void of grain at all, and for the ship- 
pers this would be a good deal more 
convenient. 


Farm Help Scarce in Ontario 

Toronto.—With Western Canada 
clamoring loudly for farm hands and 
the railways planning to carry about 
25,000 in response to the call, the 
farmers of Ontario have good pros- 
pects of experiencing a serious dearth 
of laborers before the summer is over. 
Just at present ‘the shortage is not 
general, as the first busy season is 
preempelky over and the second one 
1as not yet arrived.

Visible Wheat Supply Very Short 

Ottawa.—In the present state of 
speculation in the futures considerable 
importance naturally attaches to the 
world’s visible supply of wheat that 
with the residue of last season’s erop 
arketed. It will 
therefore be interesting, now that Uan- 
ada has become a factor in the world’s 
bread supply, to know that according 
to the trade and commerce department 
to July 15 the visible supply of wheat 
in Canada amounted to about 1,862,738 
bushels.

The fam- 
ished animal is then set upon and de- 
molished,

drags him to the altar, or its Hopi 
substitute, by main force. 

When a girl has selected her. victim 
—this ungallant way of putting it is 
that of a writer in the Travel Maga- 
zine—she simply calls upon his mother 
and.talke business, If the old lady 
lends a willing ear. the matter is set- 
tled forthwith, and the young man has 
no course left open excepting to bow 
to the inevitable. At times, it is said, 
violence has been resorted to to drag’ 
an unwilling youth to the altar: 

Once the matter has been settled to 
the satisfaction of the women con- 
cerned the girl goes to work to grind 
meal for her prospective mother-in-law 
for a period of thirty days, while the 
man in the case is set to work to 
weave his future bride’s wedding gar- 
ments. At the expiration of the thirty 
day period the ceremony takes place. 

Whenever a Hopi maiden feels that 
the time has arrived when she should 
begin to think serfously of choosing a 
husband she does up her hair in two 
gigantic whorls. one over each ear. 
These are danger signals, warning the 
young men of the community. that she 
is gunning for a husband. Sometimes 
it happens that half a dozen or more 
young men will take to the tall timber 
on learning that the whorls have ap- 
peared upon the head of a young wo- 
man. Flight is their only hope, as the 
mothers are so jealous of the preroga- 
tive of their sex that they rarely inter- 
pose on behalf of an unwilling son, 
and the fathers are not consulted. 


A SAFETY BACK COMB. 


Removable Plate When Fastened Holds

CANADIAN IN LONDON, 


Journalist Tells of His Arrival in the 
Metropolis. 

The following brief account of his 
arrival and welcomé in London and 
of his first night in the world’s capi- 
tal, was handed in at the Daily 
Chronicle office by a Canadian jour- 
nalist who had gone to England in 
search of work :— 

“T arrived in England on Saturday 
last, having worked a passage as cat- 
tleman from Montreal. I had no 
money to draw from the shipping 
company (having walked aboard the 
vessel without going through the 
formality of obtaining the owners’ 
leave), and I was therefore compelled 
to walk from Tilbury Docks. 

“First: impressions do not go for 
much with me, but from Tilbury to 
London is the worst stretch uf scenery 
I’ve ever struck. It was a long and 
tiring walk, and when I reached Fleet 
street—about which I had heard so 
much —evtrybody except the inaccess- 
ible sub-editors had either just gone 
or was just going for the holidays. 

“T had a Canadian quarter in my 
pocket, and an obliging firm of money 
changers gave me an English shilling 
for it—more than they ought to have 
I went to a neigh- 
boring restaurant and did myself well 
for 8d: Then I had a shave, which 
left me with 2d, 

“Having heard much about the hor- 
rors of the Embankment, I determined 
to spend the night here. It was now 
nearly 10 o’clock, and as I walked 
along by the black river I was pain- 
fully struck by the contrast between 
the magnificence of this wonderful 
boulevard find the ugliness of its fre- 
quenters’ poverty. 

“Men and women slept in corners 
of the seats, and their huddled figures 
gave them the appearance of having 
become parts of the fixtures. All the 
time motor-cars whizzed by, and the 
feet of the hansom cab horses tap- 
tapped along the roadway. 

“T sat down to rest, and soon began 
to doze fitfully, conscious even in my 
sleep that 1t was growing cold. Sud- 
denly, I felt a heavy hand on my 
shoulders, and the rays from a police- 
man’s lantern dazzled my eyes. 

“Come, wake up; you can’t sleep 
’ere!’ It was a police officer; and his 
gaze followed me curiously as I walk- 
ed in the direction of the Parliament 
House.

General Horatio Herbert, first Vis- 
count Kitchener of Khartoum—who 
has just completed the great work he 
undertook in 1902 of reorganizing the 
British Indian Army—was born on

the County Kerry. 

During his exceptionally 
the retiring Indian 
characteristic confidence and unbend- 
ing will, and Lord Kitchener must be 
accounted one of the most strenuous 
soldiers that the British Empire has 
ever possessed. 

Coming of a military family, Lord 
passed thirty-eight years 
ago from Woolwich into the Royal 
Engineers. Since then his career has 
been one of scintillating brilliance, 
for “K. of K.”—as he is now often 
called “for short’’—has been to the

In the year following, when matters 
seemed tu be going wrong with our 
forces engaged against the Boers in 
Scuth Africa, Lord Kitchener 
sent out as Chief of Staff to Lord 
Roberts. Here, again, he distinguish- 


| ed himself for determination and dash | 
in combination; and when Cronje had | 


been circumvented at Paardeberg and 
the British fiag hoisted in Pretoria, 
he was prometed to the commander- 
ship of the forces in South Africa on 
Lord Roberts’ return to England. 
Kitchener brought the long cam- 
paign tc a close. Again the gallant 


fighter and fine organizer was thank- | 
given a further | 


ed by , Parliament, 
£50,000 from the country’s public 
purse, and raised in the peerage to 
a viscounty. 

As a full general he was sent out in 
1902 to India as Commander-in-Chief, 
with practically. a free hand to reform 


| the army of our great Empire of the 


Orient. His ideals of duty brooking 
no civilian interference in matters 
military, Viscount Kitchener soon 
came into conflict with the then 
Viceroy. Lord Curzon, and the fric- 
tion ensued in the resignation of that 
able statesman in 1905. 


Since then Lord Kitchener has 


| practically been permitted to have his | 


own way at headquarters in India; 
and on the completion of his task in 
the Orient, he 
with hankering after overthrowing the 
influence of the non-military element 
in the War Office for good and all.
